1. APPOINTMENTS. 

1 CALLED MINOT, WARNER, AND WOLF TODAY. THEY ALL SAID 
THEY WOULD GET BACK IN TOUCH IN A FEW DAYS TO LET US KNOW 
WHEN THEY WILL BE COMING IN. 

2. SUPPORT STAFF FOR SUMMITS. THE SECRETARY HAS APPROVED 
THE FOUR YOU ASKED TO TAKE BUT INDICATED THAT THE GROUP 
GOING FROM USNATO MUST BE REDUCED BY ONE TO A TOTAL OF 
FOUR. ALLEN HOLMES IS PASSING THE WORD (ED STREATOR IS 
ARRIVING TODAY FOR HIS MEETING TOMORROW WITH BREWSTER). 
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3. SPAIN. A. MADRID VISIT. AS YOU KNOW, OREJA HAS TOLD 
STABLER HE WELCOMES THE VISIT AND SEES NO PROBLEM WITH 
PROPOSED SCHEDULE. STABLER YESTERDAY INFORMED THE KING 
PERSONALLY OF THE VISIT. WHO SAID HE LOOKED FORWARD TO 
MEETING WITH THE SECRETARY. THE EMBASSY IS WORKING UP A 
TEXT FOR THE ANNOUNCEMENT. FRANK SEIDNER SAYS THE PRESS IS 
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AWARE OF THE TRIP. 

B. NORMALIZATION OF RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL. AS EXPECTED, 

THE ISRAELIS WERE LESS THAN SATISFIED WITH THE SPANISH 
ARGUMENTATION ON WHY MADRID DOES NOT WANT TO ESTABLISH 
RELATIONS WITH TEL AVIV, AND HAVE ASKED THAT WE RAISE 
THE MATTER WITH SUAREZ WHILE HE IS HERE NEXT WEEK. 

4. KRSKO. OUR PROPOSED PRESIDENTIAL LETTER ON KRSKO 
WILL GO TO THE DEPUTY SECRETARY BY COB 4/19. HE WILL 
RECEIVE AMBASSADOR BELOVSKI ON APRIL 20 (THE SECRETARY 
COULD NOT FIT HIM IN). 

5. SECURITY ASSISTANCE FOR TURKEY. NIMETZ, ACCOMPANIED 
BY LEDSKY. BRIEFED CONGRESSIONAL GREEK INTEREST GROUP ON 
ADMINISTRATION’S DECISION ON AID TO TURKEY, STRESSING 

THE WAY IN WHICH THIS FELL SHORT OF THE CLIFFORD RECOM- 
MENDATIONS. (PROGRAM INCLUDES DCA ENDORSEMENT IN 
PRINCIPLE, $175 MILLION RPT $175 MILLION IN FMS CREDITS, 

AND LIMITED LIFTING OF FMS CASH CEILING TO ALLOW F-4 
PROGRAM TO CONTINUE.) AFTER SOME DISCUSSION OF RANGE OF 
POSSIBILITIES FOR F-4 PAYMENTS, AND VIENNA ROUND OF 
CYPRUS NEGOTIATIONS, THE GROUP EXPRESSED CONSIDERABLE 
DISPLEASURE WITH THE ADMINISTRATION’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 
BRADEMAS SAID HE WAS "PROFOUNDLY DISAPPOINTED" AND THAT 
THE POLICY REPRESENTED "NO REAL SHIFT" FROM THAT OF FORD 
AND KISSINGER. SARBANES CALLED THE RECOMMENDATIONS AN 
"ALL CARROT PACKAGE". WHEN THE GREEK GROUP WAS ASSURED 
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THAT THE POLICY HAD BEEN CLEARED AT ALL LEVELS, 

INCLUDING THE PRESIDENT, SARBANES EXPRESSED "CONCERN"

US". NIMETZ AND LEDSKY EXPLAINED AT LENGTH THE SIGNI- 
FICANCE OF THE VIENNA NEGOTIATIONS AND HOW THE CURRENT

APPEAR TO APPRECIATE THE CONSULTATION PROCESS.
